Besides, the men .work in eight-four 
shifts of twenty-four hours a day. There 
are no sleeping quarters and the men 
are wide awake and on the job all the 
time. ; 

It is Jess than twenty feet from the 
presses to the fire truck so when an 
alarm comes ir it is only a matter for 
‘each man to make a quick turn around 
and climb on the truck to’ transform him-

Ninety mon regularly employed in the 
Highland Park plant are on tho fire 
department roll ond this foree - is 
augmented by 200 specially trained men 
who may be called out ot a moment’s 
notice in case of emergency. 


The rogular firemen .work in three |- 


divisions, thirty on. each. eight-hour 
shift, Of those in each shift ton ore on 
duty all the timo in the central fire 
station. As soon as tho first squad leaves 
in. response to ‘an alarm, the second 
squad moves in and if it is enlled gut 
before the first returns there still is the 
third left to come into headquarters, 


_ To provide and maintain adequate 
firs protection for tho plant is. in itsalf 
a big job.

Sinco. that an- 
nouncoment was mado there have been 
extensively signed petitions to tho 
Government from Landlords and Tenants’ 

‘Tho Landlords wanted tho 
Ordinance to lapse and tho tenants do- 
sired it to be renewod. rater 

Yosterday an official announcement was 
made as follows :—. . , 

Potitions for and against the renowal 
of tho Rents Ordinance were consider- 
_ed by ILE: the Governor in Executive 

Cotfncil on the 17th af Juno. Tho 
Members of Legislative Council wero 
niso preont: during, the discussion. It 
was unanimously agreed that the Or- 
dinance should not be renewed after 
the 30th of Juno, 1926, when it will 
thorofore automatically expire. 

Commenting upon ‘tho Tonants’ poti- 
tion on May 19th, the Daily Press anid: 
“Tho, great need in’ Hongkong is for 
business interests to spread out a little 
more. At praesent we uro all. on the top 
of one another and yet a little furthor 
aficld aro ‘areas waiting dovelopment. 
What’ inducoment, however, is there for 
the builder to develop these areas in com- 
potition with a Rents Ordinance. Tho 
Tonants’ Association admit that thor aro 
honsos even now at low rontals in out- 
lying districts which aro empty. That 
sooms to give their wholo caso away. 
Thoso housos will probably romain empty 
mutch longor than they would do if people 
could not, under protection of the Govern- 
mont, remain sccuro in possession of their 
accommodation in the centre of tho City. 
And why should the Govornmont. give 
an advantago to occupiors at the expense 
of others loss fortunately placed if it can 
be shown, a8 npparently it can, that 
somewhero or another, there are sufficient 
houses to meet all’ xecds. Surely in tho 
circumstances it would bo ‘wisor. to allow 
rents to find their own levels, Tho free 
competition between district and: district 
building activity, should, 
prevent rents sooring.”
